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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
' Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 16-17, 31-36, 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Ramun (6,202,308). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-15, 37, 45 aree rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ramun (6,202,308). Applicant specifies either 5 or 6 holes for mounting the 
device. Otherwise the claim language is met by the reference. Thus the differences 
between the cited art and the claimed material is the difference between a bar with 3 
holes or a bar with 4 holes, both shown by Ramun, and the claimed number of holes. 

"The examiner's burden fo establishing prima facie obviousness is satisfied by a 
showing of structural similarity between the claims and the prior art; it does not also 
require a showing of ssome suggestion or expectation in the prior art that the 
structurally similar subject matter will have the same or a similar utility as that 
discovered by applicant". In re Dillon, 16 USPQ2d 1897 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (en banc). 

It is therefor felt that absent a showing of criticality or unexpected results that the 
number of mounting holes would be an obvious matter for an artisan to specify. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 18, 22-23, 44 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The remarks have been considered and are pertinent. Accordingly some claims 
have been allowed. Regarding the rejections based on anticipation, applicant argues 
that the claims are analogous to other claims. This may be true but it is not a 
convincing argument. As for the obviousness rejection, it is noted that Ramun shows 
cutters with 3 or 4 mounting holes. Why would 5 or 6 holes be unobvious? 
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This is a RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 9/928,259. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL 
even though it is a first action in this case. See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is 
reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .136(a).
